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Houfe, what would the World think of 
us, fhould we now ftop fhort, and make 
no Enquiry into the Perfons that had 
been guilty of a Breach of our Orders, 
fo folemnly and fo lately iffued ? 

Sir, if the High Bailiff, who is: our 
Officer, met with any Interruptions or 
Infults in the Execution of his Office, 
our enquiring mto, and punifhing them, 
has nothing to do with the Merits either 
of the Election or Return. Suppofe 
that ne had been guilty of manifeit In- 
juftice with refpect to both, are we to 
allow any Perfon, or any Number of Per- 
fons, without Doors, to judge of that 
Injuftice, and to interrupt or infuls him 
on that Account? No, Sir, in all fuch 
Cafes we are firft to vindicate our own 
Authority, by punifhing the Perfons 
who had taken our Jurifdittion upon 
them without our Leave; and then, if 
upon hearing the Merits of the Ele@ion, 
it fhoald appear, that the returning Of- 
ficer had been guilty of maniicit Inju- 
ftice, we ought, and certainly would 

unifh him for that Injoftice. 

This, Sir, I take to be the regular 
Method of proceeding in ail fuch Cafes ; 
‘and, in the-prefent, it is the more necef- 
fary, becaufe of our having laft Seflion 
interpofed, and given expreis Directions 
with regard to this EleCtion ; for if af- 
ter that, any Perfon dared to interrupt 
or infule our Officer in the Ditcharge of 


For this Reafon, I think, Sir, we- his Daty, it was a higher Contempt of 


our Authority, than it could have been, 
had we never interpofed, but left it to 
the common Law of Parliament. Shall 
we, in fuch aCafe, delay vindicating our 
Authority, till the Merits of an Election 
be determined? Ffpecially fuch an E- 
lection as this of W/cfminfler, which 
may take up the whole Time we have 
to {pare in this Seflion; and if the Pe- 
titioners fhould protract the Decifion, 
as well asthey did the Election, by an 


 affefied Delay, it may never be deter- 


mined ; confequently, we fhail never 
have an Opportunity to vindicate our 
Authority, or to punifh thofe who have 
been guilty of fo high a Contempt. 
The High Bailiff has already in- 
7 formed 
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formed us of one fort of Contempt, 
and may, perhaps, inform us of {fe- 
veral others, if we thew that we 
are refolved to do what we ought to 
do upon that Occafion. The Con- 
tempt he has informed us of mult, it 
is true, have been committed by the 
Agents or Managers for one or other 
of the Candidates, but he has not as 
yet told us by whom; and whatever 
Reafon the Noble Lord may have for 
judging, that he will charge it upon 
the Agents of the petitioning Candi- 
date, I am fure the Houfe has no 
Reafon to fuppofe, with any Certainty, 
that he will not charge it upon the 
Agents of the Candidate returned. 
But fuppofe he fhould charge it upon 
the Agents of the petitioning Candi- 
dite,can this any way affect the Merits 
of the Election? Ii the petitioning 
Candidate has Right on his Side, can 
his Right be injured or leffened by his 
Agents having mifbehaved themfeives, 
or by our punifhing them for that Mif- 
behaviour ? Therefore, as the Mifbe- 
haviour of the Agents, let it be on 
what Side it will, has nothing to do 
with the Merits of Election; our pro- 
ceeding to enquire into that Mifbeha- 
viour, before the Day appointed for 
hearing the Election, cannot be called 
a Hearing ex parte. It is quite a- 
nother Affair; and when the High 
Bailiff has told us who they were that 
thus mifbehaved, the Houfe will cer- 
tainly appoint a Day for their Atten- 
dance, when we fhall have all the 
Parties concerned in this particular Af- 
fair regularly before us, and may then 
proceed to a Determination, which, 
Jet it be what it will, can no way 
injure or promote the Caufe either 
of the fitting Member or the Petiti- 
oner, with regard to the Merits of 
Election.

Norwich, May 12. 1750.’ 


OHN COAN, a Dwarf, was 
J born at Tewit/hall, in Norfolk, in 
the Year 1728, and has been fhewn in 
this City for fome Weeks paft. 1 weigh- 
ed him myfelf, Apri/ 3. 1750. and his 
Weight, with all his Cloaths, was no 
more than 34 Pounds. I likewife care- 
fully meafured him, and found his 
Height, with his Hat, Shoes, and Wig 
on, to be 38 Inches. His Limbs are 
no bigger than a Child of three or four 
Years old ; his Body is perfeétly ftreight ; 
the Lineaments of his Face anfwerable 
to his Age; and his Brow has fome 
Wrinkles in it, when he looks attentive- 
ly at any Thing. He has a good 
Complexion ; is of a {prightly Temper ; 
difcourfes readily and pertinently, con- 
fidering his Education; and reads and 
writes Engli/> well. His Speech is a 
little hollow, tho’ not difagreeable ; he 
can fing tolerably, and amufes the Com- 
pany that come to fee him, with mi- 
micking a Cock’s crowing, which he 
imitates very exactly. In 1744, he was 
36 Inches high, and weighed 27 Pounds 
and an Half. His Father fays, when 
about a Year old, he was as large as 
Children of that Age ufually are, but 
grew very little and flowly afterwards. 
A Child of three Years and not quite 
nine Months old, Son of the late very 
worthy William Fones, Efg; F.R,S. 
was meafured and weighed, in order to 
make a Comparifon between this little 
Man and him. This Boy, tho’ very 
lively and handfome, is no Way re- 
markable for his Size; and therefore 
his Dimenfions and Weight, compared 
with the Dwarf’s, may give a tolerable 
Idea of the real Smallnefs of the Dwarf.

Another Conveniency of {uch Courts 
is, that in fomePlaces they are held twice 
a Week, and in the Vicinage of Debtor 
and Creditor; and thofe tor Counties 
about fix Times a Year, andat diferent 
Places alternately, for the Accommo- 
dation of the Inhabitants in each Dif- 
trict; the Expence of the former being 
about 35. 4d. and of the latter 35. 9:7. 
except upon Execution againit Perfons 
or Goods, whenit is 2o0r 35. more. 
Debts under 4os. are more numerous 
than thofe above it, andconfequently, 
the quick and eafy Payment, or tedious 
and expenfive Detention of fuch Sums, 
exhilerate or Diftrefs greater Numbers 
ot a lower Clafs andlefs Ability, than 
thofe of greater Value do fuch who are 
interelted therein : For as the Agregate 


‘of Debts or Credits increafe in Value, 


fo the Debtors or Creditors are not fo 
numerous; whieh Debts are fuppofed 
to appertain to Men of Ability to bear 
the Expence of recovering, ora Difap- 
sointment by detaining them, 

Great Difpntes among rich People, 
which are often fo perplexéd as to 
make Litigation neceflary, by having 
them traverfed, and argued, will bear 
the Expence (tho’ even fuch are become 
almoft intolerable) but it rarely hap- 
pens, that the lower People have any 
Difgutes, but’ what'a Man of common 
Underftanding ‘mav_ readily decide, 
without any other Skillor Learning 

than 
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than of knowing the Difference be- 
tween plain Right and Wrong. As 
Matters now [tand the inferior Courts, 
in general, are fo many Inquifitions to 
torture the common People, and to 
keep them in a perpetual Wrangle a- 
monoatt themfelves. 

Why may nota Decree,or Judgment, 
given by 3 difcreet Perfons, properly 
cholen, for gos. be jultand equitable, 
without a Jury? To this it may be 
obej ted, that a minor,Number is jeafier 
biaffed than a major : The anfwer is 
plain, that the minor, chofen by the 
Parifhioners, are Judges of their own e- 
Jecting, efteemed capable and inculpa- 
ble ; a the major, fummoned by a 
mercenary Bailiff, fometimes are Men 
of little Penetration, Prudence, or 
Principle, who therefore may igno- 
rantly or wilfully err in Judgment (tho’ 
to try by judicious and impartial 
Juries is one of the Excellencies of our 
Conttitution). Moreover, let it be no- 
ted, that an Error fora {mall Sum is 
not fo dangerous as that for a great 
one; tho’ itis granted, that the for- 
mer may more affect the poor than the 
Jatter will the rich. 

As the Borough of Southwark, and 
the Cities of Weltmin{ter and Lincoln, 
were lately favoured with Courts of 
Conlcience, and the Counties of Mid- 
dicfex and Lincoln with Courts for the 
fame, fo the other trading Towns 
and Counties in this Kingdom have a 
proportionable Occafion for them; 
and upon proper Application, are as 
jullly entitled to them. 

If a Solution to the Queftion pro- 

ofed by an able Penman, be neceflary, 
and muit be decifive, relpecting the 
Good or Evil refulting to the Nation 
in general, by the Practice of the Law, 
viz. Whether the Numbers of the rai- 
fed or ruined are greater, a Difficulty 
wil] attend fuch Solution, without an 
ample Scrutiny thro’ the Courts and 
Counties, which will be a Work of 
Time; but fuppofing them, and the 
Circumftancees from and to which 
one Number is raifed, and from and 
to which the other is reduced, be equal, 
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would not a proportionable Adyar alic 
ment, in another manner, to fac ait 
Numbers who occafioned Ruin and th an 
Profperity of chofe who probabl mn 
might have been ruined, proveg oan - 
national Advantage? For that ie al tn 
the beft Conftitution which hath the “" 


belt Laws, but that which hath fi 
beft adminiitered, and executed for; 
publick Advantage. 

Altho’ our Lawyers, in Conver(ai. 
on among themfelves, conclude, that 
when Trade flourifheth, then doth the 
Law ; this allows Trade to be the prin.

But if my Memory does not deceive 
me, all the lower and inferior Courts 
have their Sovereign’s Grants for their 
Bafis ; wherefore, his prefent Majefty’s 
Royal Prerogative entitles him, more 
efpecially with the Advice of his Coun- 
cil, to annul fuch inferior Courts as are 
erroneous, to rectify thofe that are in 
Part fo, or to abolifh the whole, and in- 
ftitute others, under better Regulations, 
inftead thereof, confiftent with our own 
Conftitution. That fuch Power is vett- 
ed in his Majefty, not only to regulate

and think themfelves well rewarded for - 


their Pains. 
They are curious to fearch into the 
sof Nature, the Virtues of Plants, 
the Formation and Oeconomy of Ani- 
» the Uniow of the Elements, and 
¢ Stru€ture of the Univerfe; can de- 
be the Order of the celeftial Bodies, 
ie the Courfes of the Planets, the 
“re Which retains them in their Or- 
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bits, and the Laws of Motion, which 
they univerfally obey; all which do 
ftrike the Mind with wonderful Pleafure, 
and afford a moft sefin’d and eleganc 
Entertainment. 

Yet it muft be allowed, that there is 
a Pleafure in ion as well as Specula- 
tion; and as the Joys of the Mind are 
preferable to thofe of Senfe, fo of all 
thofe inward Satisfactions which do 
properly appertain to the Mind, the 
moft valuable are thofe which flow from 
Sympathy and focital Paffion, For how 
flrange foever 1t may feem, and per- 
haps contrary to the general Opinion ; 
yet whoever is a competent Judge, will 
declare it as a Trath, that the greatett 
Pleafure is to pleafe another; and that 
the Exercife of Benevolence and Huma- 
nity, yields the moft exquifite Delight. 

We may fafely appeal to any one of 
the human Kind, who has experienced 
what Condition the Mind is in under a 
lively Affeétion of Lowe or Gratitude, 
Kindnefs and Compaffion, Bounty and 
Generofity ; nay, tis moft manifeft, that 
whenever we are touched with any 
ftrong Impreffion of a focial and friend. 
ly kind, the Eyes, the outward Fea- 
tures, and Geftures, with other evident 
Tokens, do plainly exprefs a moft pier- 
cing Anguifh, or elfe a moft lively and 
tranfporting Joy; which filences and 
fubdues every other Motion, whenever 
it prefents itfelf: no Affection of any 


other kind can be a Match for it, as we 


may obferve in numberlefs Initances, 
that Men will forgo their Eafe and 
Pleafure, endure all manner of Hard- 
fhip, and defy Torments, and Death it- 
felf, when animated with a flrongz De- 
fire to ferve thofe they love, to defend 
them from Injury, fave them from im- 
pending Harm, or even to revenge their 
Wrongs; and what is ftill more, every 
A&ion of this kind meets with univer- 
{a1 Approbation, and, in the common 
Senfe of Mankind, is judged to be 
right and good, as well as handfome 

and becoming. : 
And tho’, onthecontrary, there are 
many who prefer the Joys gf Senfe, to 
39 the 
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the Satisfa€tions of the Mind, and 
chofe private and felfifh Pleafare, be- 
fore focial Enjoyments; yet this mutt 
be a manifeft wrong Judgment, arifing 
from the Tyranny of evil Cuftom, 
which has vitiated the Tafte, or from 
Ignorance, and Inexperience of other 
Pleafures ; becaufe we are apt to blame 
ourfelves for {uch a Choice, whenever 
we ferioufly reflect upon our own Con- 
duct, and every fettled Difpofition of 
that Sort, is condemned by all Mankind, 
and always treated with Deteftation 
and Contempt. 

It muft alio be allowed, in behalf of 
focial Paffion, that everv Pleafure we 
have is doubled by being fhared and 
communicated; and every Joy and 
Contentment of others, by this kind 
Sympathy, becomes our own. Which 
is fo true, that even the Joys of Senfe, 
both in Luxury, and mours, de derive 
their principal Charms from a Mixture 
of fomething &ind and frienaly, with- 
out which they would be extremely in- 
lipid 

And tho’ this Difpofition makes us 
Sharers in the Pain and Miferies of o- 
thers, as well as in their Happinefs ; 
yet by this mutual Feeling we have it in 
our Power to alleviate the Anxiety of 
our Friends, without increafing our 
own in the fame Proportion; becaufe 
even that Grief and Sorrow, which is 
truly of a fociai Nature, and flows 
from hauman Sympathy and Compaffion, 
has a Mixture of fomething pleafing 
and agreeable. 

‘The kind and tender Affections, tho* 
intermixed with fomewhat of Horror 
and Difturbance, do yet occafion a mof 
pleafing Emotion of Soil; which is 
the Reafon why Men will often crowd 
to fee a Spefacle of Calamity; and 
fuch Reprefentations as move our Paiii- 
ons, even in this mournful Way, do 
fometimes yield a more delightful En- 
tertainment, than the highelt Enjoy- 
ments of the fenfual Kind. 

Thefe Pleafures will not grov’ dull 
and taftelefs in the Exercife, nor are they 
apt to be tirefome, but will be always 
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repeated with increafinc loys esi 
: o » Hei 
is there any Danger that fhould jn: 
fere with other Pleafures, and Ae 
us Of fuch as are more valuable 7 
bouep Man is no lefs Capable than r 
immoral one, of enjoying all the Pi, 
{ures of the Urderttanding and Im, 
nation; his Head will be as clear, a 
his Reafon as well fitted for the my 
refined Speculations ; and his Power, 
being pleafed with the Contemplati 
of Beauty, either in the Works of 
ture or of Art, will be noways impair'd 
he will alfo be no lefs difpos’d { 
Mirth and Gaiety, becaufe he wil! | 
likely to fhare no lefs of Chearfulnel 
and good Humour ; and he will ha 
this Advantage, that, fo far as he is vir 
tuous and good, the Ridicule can neve 
be turn’d u;on himfelf; and even ; 
to fenfual Delights, he will enjoy thef 
in a greater Perfection, becaufe he wil 
in all Probability, be more temperate 
and (paring, and efpecially as he wil 
chufe it in a focial and friendly Way, 
not to regale himfelf alone, butto have 
others partake with him, which will 
very much increafe the Pleafure. 
Thus the Exercife of ind and fuial 
Affecions, will not deprive us of any 
other valuable Satisfadiions, but will ra- 
ther difpofe us to enjoy them with greater 
Advantage ;_ and it will be fo far from 
bringing upon us any future Evils, that 
its Confequences and Effects will be 
highly beneficial. For thefe Pleafures 
are notonly fuperior to all others in 
their immediate Exercif2, but they are ol 
a permanent and durable Nature, they 
do not perith in the ufing, nor do they 
take their Flight she Moment they are 
enjoyed, but will ftill remain a lafting 
Treafure; becaufe the Remembrance 
of fuch Ations is always {weet, and the 
Corfcioufnefs and Reflection ever aftoras 
a moft pleafing and delightful Enter 
tainment. oo

t maft of Neceffity hate and deteft him- 
| Ifs and the continual Reproaches of 
own Mind will render his Days ex- 

Wemely miferable, tho’ attended with 
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the higheft Degree of outward Profpe- 
rity. 

This natural Principle is not eafily 
fupprefs'd, for tho’ it may poilibly be 
luli'd afleep, and lye dormant for a 
While, yet it wil} at laft awake with 
greater Fury; and the Lafhes of a 
guilty Confcience may fill the Mind 
with Horror and Remorfe, fufiicient to 
create a Hell upon Earth, and make 
even Life itfelf an infupportable Burthen. 

But if we could fuppofe this Senfe of 
Right and Wrong to be almoft totally 
effaced, and, that by Jong Cuftom, a 
Man fhould be grown wholly infenfible 
of moral Good and Evil, to whom Vil- 
lainy fhould be no ways odious, nor 
Virtue amiable; yet this muft imply at 
the fame ‘Time, an utter Abfence of all 
Sympathy, and kind Affection, whereby 
he muft lofe all the moft valuable Plea- 
fures of Life, and be fubject to-‘the 
moft unnatural and tormenting Paflions. 
And if the Confcioufnefs of the great- 
eft inward Deformity cannot move or 
affeét him, fo far as to make him out of 
Love with himfelf, it will be fure to 
make him fo much the more deteftable 
to others, and render him the Scorn 
and the feft, the Hatred and Averfion 
of all Mankind. 

For as all Men have implanted in 
them this natural Senfe of Right and 
Wrong, whatever 1s immoral and ill- 
deferving, will to the Generahty appear 
odious and deform’d; and tho’ they 
may-fometimes be fo partial, as to over- 
look the inward Deformity of their own 
Chara€ters, they will be apt enough to 
mark it in others, and moft fincerely to 
hate and deteft them for i. 

As all Perfons do naturally delight in 
the Efteem and good Opinion of their 
Fellow Creatures; to be fiighted and 
defpifed by all we converfe with, muft 
occafion a moft grievous Trouble and 
Difturbance, which a haughty Spirz 
will fcarce know how to bear; but 
whoever deviates from the Paths of Vir- 
tue, will be likely fo far to incur the 
general Cenfure and Reproach ; where- 
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as he who places his chief Delight in 
the Practice of moral Gooduefs, will, 
befides other Advantages, be iure to 
gain the Love and Efteem, the Appro. 
bation and Praife, of aii good Men, 
which to an honeft Mind is a moft ex- 
quifite Satisfaftion. 

There is no Paffion more ftrongly 
implanted in our Breafts, than the Love 
of Honour and Applaufe, which all Men 
ftrive to cbtain by various, and fome. 
times unaccountable Methods; but 
when this Affair is rightly underftood, 
1 will be found, that Virtue and real 
Merit, will prove the fureft Way to 
Honour and Reputation ; becaufe thofe 
Adtions which do manifeft'y tend to the 
general Good, will feldom fail of be- 
ing crown‘d with univerfal Applaufe. 

It is no fmall Recommexdation of 
thefe moral Pleafures, that they do not 
depend upon Fortune, they can never be 
taken from us, nor can we be hindered 
in the Enjoyment of them, unlefs by 
ourfeives; for every Man may be ho- 
neft if he pleafes, and no one is necef- 
fitated to be wicked, but only from his 
own wrong Choice 

Whenever our Defire is fixed upon a 
Good that cannot be obtained, it mutt 
occafion conftant Uneafineis, while it 
continues; and as the Lofs of a Plea- 
fure does often produce a molt exquifite 
Pain, we fhall continually be expoied to 
Affliction and Calamity, when we fet 
our Hearts upon that which at any 
‘Time may be loft, or taken from us ; 
and therefore our greateit Wifdom will 
be to withdraw our Defires from thofe 
Goods that are precarious, not in our 
Power to acquire or retain, and direé 
them to fuch as are fixed and conftant, 
which we can at any Time beftow up- 
On ourlelves ; -by which Means we may 
be always fure to obtain what we defire, 
without any Apprehenfion of Lofs or 
Diiappointment. | 

If our Fancy is truck with the Luftre 
of Things without, as adventitious Ho- 
BOUTS, Ejiates, and Prefer ments, and 
we purfue them as our greateft Good, 
we are neceflarily expofed to Grief and 
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Vexation ; becaufe thefe Things are { 
fickle and unfteady, that tho’ we 7 
profperous and fuccefsful at prefent, we 
know not how foon we may meet call 
Crofles and Mistortunes ;— may be rich 
‘lo day, and ‘To-morrow ftripp'd of ai 
and reduced to extreme Poverty: Bor 
he who has learned to fet the highed 
Value on the inward Objeéts of Worth 
and Beauty, iuch as Honc/y, Faith, Ip. 
tegrity, Fricnd/hip, and Honour, and is 
but once pofiefied of thefe, will be rich

For the Intereft of every Particular 9c 
is moft certainly bound up in the Pub- cr 
lick Welfare ; and whoever, by work- ) 
ing upon his own Mind, can bring his : 


Paflions and Affections, to that juft “ 
Harmony and Proportion, as is mott t 
conducing to the gexerad Good, will 
thereby procure to himfelf the greatelt 
and moft durable Satisfaction ; as, on 
the contrary, where the felfifh Affectt- 
ons exceed their due Bounds, and Men 
purfue a feparate Intereft in Oppofition 
to the general Happinefs, they fondly 
aim at a lefier Good which deprives 
them of a greater, and not only {0% 
but they bring upon themfelves the mott 
tormenting Anguifh and Diftrefs.

I. UR Author, in the 
foregoing Effay, ha- 


sing treated Lord Shuftsbury as a pro- 
fit Dogmatif?, a Reafoner in Form, 
proceeds in this to confider the noble 
Writer’s Manner of treating Chrilti- 
atity in his mifcellaneous Capacity, 
vhere, as his Lordfhip expreffes him- 
lf, Fuftne/s and Accuracy of Thought 
ore fet afide, as too confiraining ; 
where Grounds and Foundations are of 
1 Moment ; and which have properly 
nither Top nor Bottom, Beginning zor 
End. By this Manner of Compofition, 
his Lordfhip has found Means, by bro- 
ken Hints, ambiguous Expreflions, fo- 
kmn Phrafe, and low Buffoonery, to 
make his moft formidable Attacks a- 
punt Chriftianity, and to elude the 
Force of every Argument the Defend- 
etsof itcan alledge in its Support. At 
one Time he pleads the Privilege of be- 
ing ranked in the Number of /inceze 
Chriftians ; at other Times he {catters 
lich Infinuations againft Chriftianity 
4s muft be more effectual in promoting 
Ieligion than a formal -and-avowed— 
Accufation. And by this concealed 
Method of Railery, he fteals infen- 
bly on his Reader, fills him with 
tndlefs Prejudice and Sufpicion ; and, 
without pafling thro’ the Judgment, 
th fuch Impreffions on the /magi- 
fition, as Reafon, with all its Effects, 
Will be hardly able afterwards to ef- 
me Here then lies the Force of his 
ordhhip’s Attack on Chriftianity, in 
“citing Contempt by Ridicule ; a Me- 
" ne, tho’ devoid of all ratio- 
cundation, is yet moft powerful 
Working upon vulgar Minds. Thus 
Of irony and falfe Encomi- 
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um, which he fo often employs againtt 
the bleffed Founder of our Religion, 
{erves him fer all Occafions; the 
deeper he {trikes the Wound, the bet- 
ter he fhiclds himfelf, 

Sect. II. Our Author anfwers the 
Obje@ions which his Lordthip has oc- 
cafionally thrown out againit the 
Truths of natural Religicn, which he 
confiders as the Foundation of res 
vealed; and fupports by a Chain of 
fine Reafoning, drawn from the /a- 
Stings, Hopes, and Fears of the hu- 
man Mind, the Belief of a future 
State of Mifery or Puntfhment, con- 
fidered as the appointed Confequence of 
Vice; which Lord Shaftsbury hath 
frequently endeavoured to difcredit. 

SEcT. III. The Effayift having 
fhewn, in the preceding Section, how 
unfavourable his Lordfhip’s Opinions 
are to natural Religion, obviates in 
this the noble Writer’s Infinvations, 
and virulent Remarks on revealed; 
and particularly his Efforts to invali- 
date the Credibility of the Scripture 
Hiftory. And having firft eftablifhed 
this Axiom upon the noble Writer’s 
own Principles, that human Teftimony 
1s abundantly fufficient to fupport the 
Credibility of Scripture Hiftory ; he 
then takes a fummary View of the 
Evidence by which it is upheid. The 
Authenticity of the Books of the New 
Teflament, fays our Author, appears 
to be founded on the ftrongelt moral 
Evidence; becaufe, from the earlieft 
Ages-[of Chriftianity ] we find them 
afcribed to the Apoltles and Evange- 
lifts, whofe Names they bear.-—The 
Genius of every Book is fo perfeétly a- 
greeable to the Characier and Educati- 
on of its refpective Author; every Cu- 
{tom deferibed, or alluded to, eithe 
Fewi/h, Greek, or Roman, fo entirely 
{uited to the Times 3 every Incident fo 
natural, {o occafional, fo particular, fo 
perfectly indentified, that it were the 
very Extreme of Ignorance and Fol- 
ly to raife a Doubt on this Subject. 
But the noble Writer afks, /V//ether 
by Scripture be under ftood the Apocry- 
phal or more Cannonical, the full or 
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half Authorized, the Doubtful or the 
Certain, the Coutroverted or the Un- 
controverted ? Yo all which our Au- 
thor makes this fhort Reply: ‘There 
are many Books, concerning which 
there was never any Doubt; there are 
fome, concerning which, the Doubts 
have been fully cleared up; there are 
others, concerning which, the Doubts 
have been coufrmed, Of the firlt 
Kind are all the Gofpels, and molt of 
the EpilHes: Of the fecond, are the 
Epiltie to the Helrews, the 2d of Pee 
ter, 2d and 3dot Jahn, thatof Fuze, 
aad the dpoculpfe ; of the third Aiud 
are the apocryphal Books, therefore 
indced fo catled.-—There are a Train 
of Queitions to the like Import, in 
the Paliage here criticized; all of 
Which our Author diitinctly aniwers ; 
and then concludes, that let his Lord- 
fhip have chofen which he had liked 
beit, among all the controverted Co- 

ies Of the Golpel Hillory, he might 
fafely have relied on it as amply fufh- 
cient for all the great Purpoles of 
Religion and Chriitianity. 

Secr.1V. The Authenticity of the 
Scripture Hillery being thus fully e- 
ftablifhed, the Eifayitt, in this Section, 
confiders the weightier Objections 
drawn from its zateraal Siructure, 
and chiefly from the Fads therein 
related, which, fay the Enemies of 
Chriftianity, deing miraculous, or out 
of Nature, are therefore absurd. On 
this Foundation the noble Writer hath 
taken frequent Occafion to deride 
what he calls the Mockery of Mi- 
racles, particularly in the following 
P.ifige. “ The Contemplation of the 
Univerfe, its Laws and Government, 
was (I averred) the only Means 
which could eftablifh the found Be- 
lief of a Deity.

ed,” On this Paffaye our Author ial 
ferves, that tho’ the noble \\ riter 
pretends here only to fhew that Mi- 
racles are no Prooi of the Bxifeice 
of God; yet in the Conclutfion of 
his Argument, he brings it home tg 
the Cate of Revelation, to thet ve 
Litention, the Lnfullibility, or Cer taine 
ty of whatever the/e Powers ajcry. 
ed;” and therefore as this is a Cir 
cumflance of the laft Importance, ig 
regard to the Truth of Chriltiauity, 
he takes Occafion to fhew, in the fui. 
elt Manner, the Vanity and Error of 
this trite Cavil. Bat in doing this, 
initead of confidering //nz/e ds of 


fupernatural or miraculous Power, 4s 
has been the ulual Method of treating 
this Queltion, he comprehends, in one 
Object, that valtSerics and Connection 
of miraculous Acts recorded in the 
Old and New Teflameiit, wrought 
thro’a long Succetiion of Ages, for 
the carrying on, Support, and Con- 
pietion of the Cariftian Difpenfaticn; 
and then, to this irrefiflable Chain of 
Evidence arifing from the miraculous 
Exertion of Divine Power, he adds 
another collateral Proof arifing from 
the miraculous Emanatzions of Drown 

For e-kuswledze, recorded in the Bible, 
and deliver’d in Prophefy, thro’ a se- 
rics of Ages, all centering in the fame 
Point, the foretelling the Completion 
of this immenfe Plan of Wifdom and 
Gcodnefs. From which mighty Lai 
on he draws a Proof fimilar to that 
which we obtain from the Works ol 
Nature; for, as in the/e we fee the 
Happinefs of the Creation, stere.y 
plenned, and produced; and from 
hence difcover the Agency of the 
Deity : So in the Progreis and Com:

poiitions eyond what their Enemies 
rave indultrioufly reprefented. Jn all 
things, O Lord, thou haft magnified 
ai glorified thy People, and haft not 
defpifed to afi{t then in every Time and 
Place.—For every Creature in its kind 
vas fafhioned a-new and ferved in 
their own Offices enjoined them, that 
thy Children might he kept without 
Hurt.—For the Things of the Earth 
were changed into Things of the Wa. 
ter,and the Thing that did fwim went 
yn the Ground,.——The Fire had 
Power inthe Water, contrary to his own 
Virtue, andthe Water forgot his own 
tind to quench.—Thus the Elements 
were changea among themfelves, by @

How different, how fuperior, 
is the great Chriftian Principle of unt 
verfal Love! which rifing gradually, 
by a Progrefs through all the Iefs en- 
larced Affections towards Parents, 
Children, Friends,Country, and {pread- 
ing till it embraceth all Mankind and 
every Creature that hath Life, forms 
that peryed Virtue in which human

cludes every moral Perfection.”

A&tions, as will not let you be eafy un- 
der any continued Deviation from your 
Duty. 

But to fortify that excellent Principle 
againft the Contagion of ill Example, 
(which vou mutt every where meet with) 
or the Attacks of thofe Scoffers at all 
the Reftraints of natural or revealed Re- 
Jigion, {which it is more than probable 
you may encounter) who will tell you, 
that all your fine Notions are only the 
Inventions of Polisicians, to keep the 
World in Order; fhet there can be no 
Hurt in indulging our natural Appetites ; 
and that all Fears or Ho-es of future 
Retributions {pring only from the Preju- 
dice of Education: to arm you againft 
thefe falfe Reaioners, and that your Be- 
lict may not be indeed mere Prejudice 
of Education, you will do well to read 
fuch Aurhers, as have given the moft 
folid and rational Proofs, both of natu- 
ral and reveal’d Religion. Grotius you 
have run over gerhaps fuperficially at 
your Schools, and Dr C/ark’s Sermons at 
Beyle’s Lecture, (which I particularly 
recommended) you have fometimes dip- 
ped in; but read them fo as to be Ma- 
fter of their Arguments, I mean fo far as 
is neceflary for your own Conviction and 
Security. As for engaging to difpute, I 
would not advife it. Genilemen, who 
deal only in Ridicule, are not to be rea- 
foned with; they may only be told, that 
it is at leaft as ill Manners to {cof at 
what you havea Reverence for, as it 
would be in you, to make a Jett of their 
Pa ents, or the Friends they moft Value. 

Be careful, however, that whilft you 
profefs a Religion, which deferves the 
moft ferious Veneration, there be no- 
thing in your particular Manner of Ex- 
ercifing it, that may give jait Caufe of 
Ridicule. Avoid therefore al: Singula- 
rity, Precifenefs, or Sournefs. Be: not
